The video recording The School Reports, also known as School Reports 1, presented 
two characters as children in a sexualized context where they were slapped for a 
prolonged period due to their frivolous behavior. It is considered that the publication 
serves to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 

Freedom of access to this publication can not be demonstrably justified under the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 as the publication meets the deeming criteria set out in 
s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. 

The Classification Office therefore classifies The School Reports, also known as 
School Reports 1, as Objectionable. 
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
